In the residences, students are assigned room- 
mates who do not have the same tnother tongue in 
order to encourage communication in Hnglisli, In 
the sports i^rogratnnie. students have an ideal 
opportunity to develop language skills in an infor- 
iiiiil envirr;nment and to make friends with peers 
from other countries, hi tihapel, students learn 
al.xHit the practices and beliefs of other cultures and 
religions. 

liCS is li member of The Round Sc[uare. an orga- 
nization of schools that began thirty years ago to 
honor the KOth birthday of Kurt Hahn, a well- 
known educator. It was his vision that led to ihe 
creation of Salem School in Germany and Gordon- 
sioun in Scotland, of the United World Colleges, the 
Duke of Edinburgh Awards programme and the 
Outward Bountl movement. The Round Sc[uare 
provides a variety of international experiences.

In the year following Merv 's tieparttire Dong 
Campbell was joined by SttiLiri Haieman, who hnci 
been coaching the bantam leant since 1 9^1. With 
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liim came two mcmtx'r.s <)t' the very firsl liantam 
team, M;irk Sethi kwe ^mtl (Jiuck Paine. Tliese were 
tlie I'irs! i>layeis to have played at all ihree levels, 
()antaiii. junior and .senior at IK^S. That year also 
saw the return of Chri.s Bovaird (the first Captain of 
Kiij^hy at B(;S) and Don Johnston - both memhois 
uf the oiij^inal .senior team and now playinj^ for 
Queen's University - wJio returned to iielp coacti 
as soon as they fini.shed tlieir exams jn the .sj^ring. 
The tntdition wa.s well established anti the team of 
1977 defeated six seiioolboy team.s and .ScKvyn 
Mouse Scliuol, who were the .Montreal Island 
t;hanipions that year. 

At the end of that year Dong Campbell left to 
take o\er Kos.seau Lake Seliool and anotlier year 
pa.s.sed before Stuan wa.s joined by Robert Common 
in the spring of 19~y. Then liegan the second epoch 
of BCS Rugby. It Ix-gan iiKxIestly enough. The team 
recordetl lis fir.st to.sing.sea.son in 19WI) tUiough ihey 
did win (he GMAA Sevens that year). However in 
1981 ilu-y ivhotuKletl to win the GMAA Fifteens 
championship and in 19S2 after a fine season they 
were again in the finals of Iwith the GMAA Fifteens 
and .Se\ens. Robert Common wa.s so moved by tlie 
lo.sses in both tliese finals that he penned the fol- 
lowing:

With in excess of SOOO names of graduates in our 
alumni database il was a sliock to learn ihal oxer 
one third, specifically 35.7%, of them were losl or 
missinj^. Our gratluates are one of our greatest 
assets, so to lia\e that many incorrect addresses is 
of tre me n tioiis con ee rn . 

The problem j^ets worse if we focus on our older 
akuiini. If we consider graduates of BCS or Kl It", 
prior to the merger of the two schools the percent- 
age of lo.st/missing graduates increases slightly to 
36.3%. Separating the men from the women makes 
the .situation more intriguing. From BCS. there Lire 
I6(i6 known living alimini. of vx'hich 12. i'Vn are lost 
or jiiissing. Meanwhile, of the 13'X) known living 
alumnae from KHC only 29. 1% are mis.sing. 

Why do we want to finil all these people? Sep- 
tember 1997 marks the ZSth anniversaiy of co-edu- 
cation at HCS, These last twenty-five years lia\'e 
been good for ilie school and liCS has grown (.lin- 
ing tills periotl. To recognise this lantlmark in our 
hi.story the school is planning a year of events - 
.some oriented to the gratliiaics of the co-ed Ht;s, 
.some oriented to the gratluates of the single se.K 
BCS and KHC. A complete li.sting of the year's 
anniversary events will be publislietl in next fall's 
i.ssue of 7hi' Bulletiii. The Develojiment Office 
would like to make sure that everyone rcceiv es the 
is.siie and learns of these e\ ents. 

Another reason for .search inj^ for these people is 
that BCS is considering having the alumni directory 
updated aiul repuhlishetl. Many people havecom- 
mentetl on how useful the 1992 edition has Iven 
for them, so 1997 - in conjunction with the 2Sih 
anniversary activities ~ is an opportune lime to pro- 
duce a nevi one.

Rod Lloyd came to BCS in September 1966. He left 
(hcschtral in 1982. He died in August, 1996, 

fJuring his time at BCS, Kod gave generously of 
his lime and talent as advfsor to the Schtxil Yearlif)ok 
which, under his guidance was of an unfailingly high 
standard. He directed plays, ranging from Shake- 
speare to Broadway musicals and these prtxiiictions 
carried on the tradition of excellent theatre that is ,so 
much a pail of BCS. He cut his teeth on the House 
business as an assistant in School Hou.se, and was 
named the first Hotisemaster of the spanking new 
McNaughion House in 1970. As a teacher of English 
and subsequently Mead of the English Department, 
succeeding (lie legenclary lewis Evans, Rod's classes 
were synonymous with organi;^alit)n and meticulous 
preparation. He began and taught a class in Journal- 
ism and he pai layed hi.s real passion, film, first into a 
Film Study Club and then into a Film Study course 
offeiied at the Seventh Form level. Were Rod at BCS 
today the school would Lie a regular patron of the 
University Film Society's Thursday niglit showing of 
fihns like Michael CoUius, Looking for Richard and 
yes, probably Star Trek, i-'irst Contact. He lovec! 
movies and lielieved, quite rightly, that they can and 
slioiild be an invaluable educational tool. 

As a Housemaster, classroom teacher, Yearlxiok 
Advisor, prodticer of plays, movie expert and coun- 
sellor to many students. Rods legacy to BCS remains 
in the hearts and minds of the young people who 
were fortunate enough to know him and of his col- 
leagues. May he rest in peace,

On February 14, 19')", HCS lost a siynilicani 
piece of its li\ inj^ history. 

Orahaiu I'atriquin died. 

He is survived by Je.ssa, his wife of 62 years, by 
iheir three sons, Donald (BCS "56). David (HCS 
(lO) and Douglas (BCS Yrf) - and eight gi~andchil- 
dren. 

In September of 1929. when Percy Smith wa,s 
still rimnin<^ llie school, a 24-yeai-old Nova Scotia 
brctl. Acadia graduate .started his career at HCS. a 
career tliat would outlast four more Headmasters 
and continue even alter his retirement in 1972. In 
those years. Crrahani I'.itricjuin coached in almost 
eve IT area and eventually oij^anized all the spoils 
at HCS; he was the first Hou.semaster of Williams 
House; he served ;ts Senior Master and for many 
many years, he compiled and published the BCS 
Biillelin. 

Upon his retirement in 72, he was persuaded 
by the Headmaster of the day. John Cowans ( HCS 
'^$). lo write the school's histoiy from its 2.-^-hoy 
beginninji in 1836 to the start of co-education. 'Hie 
result was the two volume From I.iltle Forks la 
Mo 1 1 lion 11 ill a work whose every page speaks 
eloquently of its authors love for the institution he 
served for so many years. 

it was no accklent that John Cowans chose Gra- 
ham to lake on this task. In all his years here, JGF 
had been a most demanding teacher of geography 
and, mure tu the point, of history. No master took 
his cla.ssroom responsibilities more sericni.sly than 
Graham: no master was better prepared: no mas- 
ter assigned more work to his students; and no 
master marked more carefully or efficiently. In fact, 
no ma.sier demantled more from his .students or 
gave more of himself. 

The MacDougall Medal at BCS (and now liIso 
the Gillard Award) is given to the boy (and girl) 
who best exemplifies 'Leadership, Industry, 
Integrity and Games." Graham Patriciuin. in ever\' 
year of his career, was an example of t!iese attrib- 
utes to every boy who was smart enough to notice. 
Of the four components that define this award, it 
was Grahams integrity that brought me up short 
most ohen. Fie was a man with stanclartls. a man 
who diti not let stupid retnarks pass. ;t man who 



taught us to grow as well as to learn. 

1 remember him barking at me e\en before 1 
began BCS in Shell in 19^6: I had made a silly 
comment when 1 saw another of us ".staff brats' 
hug his mother before joining us in the Patriquin 
car. "What's wrong with that?" he challenged, 
"Nothing. " 1 muttered, and he was right. 

! remember a dreadful clay in Form !\' when I 
was at my adolescent meanest and he accused me 
of being a "lerrorizor of the iimior masters " .And 
I deser\ed it. 

1 remember the beginning of Form Vll History 
when he read from ;i McGill report on the results 
of the '6r .Senior Matrics: the results hatl been var- 
ied e.xccpl for one school which was "universally 
excellent". Ihcre was no doubt who had taught 
that course. 1 remember that 1 worked harder in 
Form VII History than in any other subicct - even 
my own father's Hnglish - and 1 did betterl 

I remember when Graham retired; I had been 
teaching for three years in Winnipeg, and I bought 
him a hook and inscribed it "to the other man 
who lias t;iught me more about my chcsen pro- 
fession than anyone else." 

.\nd 1 remember more recently, when Noel 
Goodridge (fiCS 'tti), then Chief Justice of New- 
foundlanti. \ isited the school with his wife, Isobel. 
Ihere was a wonderful moment when they went 
to see the Patritjuins. The old schoolmaster tow- 
ered above his former student by virtue of being 
on the porch: he held out his hand and. remem- 
bering yet another of his personal nicknames, said, 
"Hello. Benny..." 

"Fiello, Sir," replied the Chief Justice. 

Without fanfare, without any app;irent need for 
recognition, Graham served for forty-three years 
the boys who citlled him "Sir". 

His drive to prepare, to assign, to m:irk was 
born from a sense of humility, a sen.se that he 
might not he up to the task- but h(.' was. The stan- 
[.lards he set for us. his students, and his tleiermi- 
nation to see that we met those standards were 
born of a respect for what he .saw we could be. 
This drive, this respect, coupled with his love for 
the school, for its location, for its people, and 
especi;i!ly for its students. h;is made him one of 
the ntosi enduring friends IK'S has e\'er had. He 
has given us all lie has had to give from the age 
of 2 t e\en to his de:ith, just two months before 
his 92n(.l birthtkiy. We th:ink him. I do not think 
we could ask for more, but oh. how we w ill miss 
him.
